Presidegt Murray Butler of Columbia 
Discusses the “Length of the Bacca- 


laureate Course,” and Declares Him- 
self in Favor of an Adaptable Policy. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

BOSTON, July 7.—The programme of 
the National Educational Association 
today provided for meetings in eight 
departments, besides a general session, 
to be held in the evening. 

The National Council discussed Rell- 
gious Education,’ with George A. Coe, 
Northwestern University, speaking on 
“Contributions of Modern Education to 
Religion.” 

Rev. Edward A. Pace of the Catholic 
University, Washington, D. C., spoke 
on “The Influence of Religoius Educa- 
tion on the Motives of Conduct,” and 
Commissioner of Education W. T. Har- 
ris of Washington, D. C., on the sep- 
aration of the church from the school, 
supported by public takes. 

In the department of higher education 
the topic was “The Length of the Bac- 
calaureate Course and the Preparation 
for the Professional Schools.” Presi- 
dent Nicholas Murray Butler of Colum- 
bia University, said, in part: 

“In my judgment most participants 
in the discussion now going on through- 
out the land as to the length of the 
baccalaureate course, and the prepara- 
tien for the professional schools, err in 
supposing that the two questions are 
necessarily reducable to one and also 
in taking hold of that one by the wrong 
end. The nature, content and proper 
length of the baccalaureate course are 
matters quite independent of the proper 
standards of professional education, 
and are entitled to consideration on 
their own merits. 

“The place of the baccalaureate 
course and its standard will never be 
established on sound principles until 
the question of its length is made sub- 
ordinate to those relating to its con- 
tent and its purpose. Moreover, it is 
quite unreasonable to assume that the 
baccalaureate course should be of one 
and the same length for everybody. 

“The baccalaureate of college course 
of study of the liberal arts and sciences 
should be preserved at all hazards as 
an essential part of our eduationa!] or- 
ganization. It is distinctively Amerti- 
can and a very powerful factor in the 
upbuilding of the nation’s culture and 
idealism. It should be treated as a 
thing of value in and for itself, and 
not merely as an incident to graduate 
study or to professional schools. 
be a college course 
carefully con- 
structed as a thing of itself, and not 
merely the first part of a three years or 
a four years’ course, which will enable 
intending professional students to 
spend this time as advantageously as 
possible in purély libera] studies. The 
university colleges can establish such a 
course readily enough; the independent 
colleges will have to establish such a 
course or see their influence and pres 
tine steadily decline. To try to meet 
the new situation by simply reproduc- 
ing all present conditions on a three- 
year scale, instead of on 4 four-year 
ecale, is a case of solvitur ambulando. 
The shortening of the college to three 
years for all students involves an un- 
necessary sacrifice. As usually de- 
fended this policy involves no educa- 
tional principle, but merely concedes a 
yéar of liberal study to the modern de- 
mand of haste and hurry. 

“A university ought not to admit to 
its professional! schools, students who 
have not had a college course of lib- 
eral study, or its equivalent. A mini- 
mum course of two years of such study 
should be insisted upon. A four years’ 
course should not be required for the 
two reasons that it delays too long en- 
trance upon active life work, and that 
it does not use the time and effort of 
the intending professional student to 
the best advantage.”

One of the 
great secrets of the English control of 
india’s hundreds of mil.ions of inhab- 
itants is the fact that the natives look 
upon the English as a superior race. 
one of this superior race 
his high position and as- 
sociates with the lowest castes there is 
a decided tendency to weaken the feel- 
ing of English superiority. 

“Not only England and America, but 
France, has had trouble wita white 
deserters form civilization. The rivers 
of Cochin China and Tonquin swarm 
with pirates, and in a number of cases 
white men have been captured among 
them.

Smuggling on the Ice. 

The Kurische Haff is a lagoon, or 
back water, of the Baltic, in East 8 
sia, extending along the coast for about 
fifty miles south from Memel. It is sepa- 
rated from the sea by a narrow sandy 
ridge. Lying, as it does, so near the 
Russian frontier, it affords a fine field 
for smugglers. The entrance to the 
Haff at Memel is very narrow, and the 
lagoon is thereby easily frozen over in 
the winter. Then the smugglers fix 
runners to their boats and sail 
on the ice. Russian duties on spirits 
and silk are high, and these are the 
articles which the smugglers are fond- 
est of trading over the frontier. 

The Prussian revenue or exc men 
are very keen in the pursuit these 
stiuggiers, and have supplied 
Selves with boats that are faster on 
the ice than those of the smugglers. 
The latter, — they find themselves 
pursued, put out long boat hooks 441 
propel the vessel like a punt. But the 
excise boat, if once fairly within sight 
of the smuggling craft, usually runs it 
down in the end. In vain do the smag- 
giers throw overboard their cargo — 
lighten the boat, and, percha 
tempt the excisemen with booty. — 
are inevitably caught up with, anda 
then a fight ensues with boat hooks.
